CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 

Dates extend to Feb. 16; there had been no mail arrival from 
London since that of the French mail of Dec. 22 on Feb.8. We 
are indebted to the Worth China Herald for the following sum- 
mary of the news :— 


The past week has been one of complete holiday, on account cf 
the Chinese New Year festivities, and business has hardly yet 
been resumed. The firing of crackers, however, is beginning to 
lull, and everything will soon resume its ordinary course. The 
squaring of accounts, which always takes place among Chinese at 

ew Year time, has been accomplished with but few defaulters. 
The native population acknowledge that the past year has been a 
prosperous one for business generally, and specially because of the 
rice and cotton trade, rich crops of both of which they have now 
had during two successive years. Crops without a market, how- 
ever, would simply have been embarrassing, or have led to a very 
homely and restricted prosperity ; but through the improved 
facilities for transit, a vast number of people have been profitably 
employed in connection with the trade, anda still greater number 
incalculably benefited, in other districts, by having two prime 
necessaries placed within their reach cheaply in a time of scarcity. 

A memorial of Li Hung-chang, published in the Peking Gazette 
of the 5th January, regarding the repair of the canals near 
Tientsin, is interesting and illustrative. A large sum is nominally 
allotted for these repairs, but it seems that only one-fourth of 
this sum is actually appropriated to that purpose. The conse- 
quence is that the canals are left to go to wreck. The summing- 
up at the closeSis very characteristic of Li Hung-chang. He 
boldly attributes the late destructive floods to the penny wise 
and pound foolish system which the Government has been pur- 
suing of late years. Li never seems to mince matters, but says 
panty what he has to say. The Gazette of the 9th January, 

owever, contains an edict that contrasts stran ely with the above. 
In the former Li boldly attributes the floods in Chihli to the 
diversion of the sum nominally allotted to repair the canal. 
Now he has hegged the Emperor to bestow a tablet on 
the River God, whom all the Tientsin mandarins were so 
busily worshipping last autumn, under the guise of a snake. 
We can only infer that the one memorial was an expres- 
sion of Li’s common sense conviction, and that the other is in- 
tended as a sop to popular superstition. The Emperor of course 
accedes. He is always ready enough to give tablets. “ Durin 
the summer and autumn of last year there was such a heavy fal 











| of rain that the rivers and canals about Tientsin rose to ap un- 
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usual height ; but, through the gracious interposition of the 
River God, the weather cleared up, and the waters gradually de- 
creased. This is a mercy which calls for the deepest gratitude, 
and the Hanlin College must prepare a suitable tablet and send 
it to Li Hung-chang, to be reverently placed in the Ta-wang’s 
temple at Tientsin, in acknowledgment of Divine favour.” There 
is nothing like expressing gratitude beforehand in order to secure 
goodwill ; otherwise the Emperor might as well have waited till 
the great mercy he speaks of was actually accomplished. The 
water is not drained off yct. 

The North-China branch of the Royal Asiatic Society has held 
one of its regular meetings. A popes by E. Solbé, Esq., H.B.M.’s 
Consul at Ningpo, entitled “Suggestions towards a Phonetic 
System of the Chinese Language,” was read by Dr. Macgowan, and 
elicited considerable discussion, in which the president, Dr. 8. 
Wells Williams and Messrs. Gardiner, Wylie, Thomas, and Stent 
took part. Mr. Kingsmill read an interesting paper on the Myths 
of the Chow dynasty. The proposition for the formation of a 
meteorological section of the society was recommended to the 
Council for adoption. 

The Chinese Recorder for January opens with an interesting 
account of Mongol observances on New Year's day. The writer 
chanced to be guest in a Mongol household on the occasion, and 
describes pleasantly the visiting, feasting, and amusements that 
are indulged in. A paper on the “ Origin of the Missionary 
Troubles ” attributes the excitement which has been got up on 
this score to a fear that missionary residence in the interior 
would be made a plea for insisting on equal privileges for mer- 
chants. “ Either all foreigners would have to be admitted into 
the interior, or all must be equally restricted to the open ports.”’ 
They were determined to oppose the first alternative, and set to 
work to establish the latter for the sake of consistency and to 
destroy an awkward precedent. Dr. Dudgeon contributes his ninth 
and last chapter on ‘“ Russian intercourse with, and the Greek 
Church in, China ;” and Mr. Edkins continues to discuss the 
connection of Chinese and Hebrew. 

On the 12th Feb. a fire broke out in a Chinaman's premises, 
Kiangse-road. A quantity of fuel had been placed near the 
cooking-stove, to dry, and in the absence of the coolic caught fire, 
causing a formidable-looking but brief conflagration. ‘The alarm 
was at once given, but in a few minutes the people about had 
extinguished the fire, and the damage done proved to be almost 
nothing. ‘The fire brigade turned out with the usual alacrity, 
but their services were fortunately not required. A fire has also 
occurred in the dining-room of the Chartered Mercantile Bank ; 
but it was suppressed before it could gather headway. As in the 
case of the British Consulate, it is presumed that the imperfect 
construction of the fireplace had permitted the heat to penetrate 
to and char the beams, and that the strong wind of the previous 

. night fanned the smouldoring wood into flame. 

A special meeting of shareholders in the Racket Club has been 
held, to decide on the disposal of the surplus funds at credit of 
the club. It was resolved to create a reserve fund of Tls. 500, and 
to redeem scrip at market rates, to reduce the capital account. 

By way of Peking we have received Newchwang letters to the 
10th January. The weather had, go far, been milder than usual, 
but the river is frozen over, and the thermometer fell one night 
to 2 deg. Fahrenheit below zero. Business was quiet ; 8} Ibs. 
Grey Shirtings were nominally quoted Ts, 2. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suanouat, Fes. 15. 

Profound quiet reigns just at present in all affairs, both poli- 
tical and commercial. The Chinese’ New Year holidays bave 
brought business to a standstill ; but this stagnation is of course 
only temporary, and tho native traders are congratulating them- 
selves on the opening of a season which promises well. If there 
were any defalcations at the great settling day, they were 
very few and unimportant, a result due to the large cotton 
and rice crops of last year, and no less to the facilities for trans- 
mission afforded by foreign enterprise. Rice has heen in great 
demand in the south, partly for exportation to the United States, 
the Pacific Mail steamers carrying large cargoes of this grain for 
consumption by the Chinese in San Francisco. It has not escaped 
the notice of the more astute native merchants that without the 
coast telegraph, and without fureign steamers, the overflowing 
rice supply of the Yangtzse provinces would this year 
have been of comparatively little use to anybody. ‘But 
between the mercantile mind with its convictions, and the 
official mind with its prejudices, there is a great gulf 
fixed, so that the moral of the tale is quite lost upon the Govern- 
ment, although vast districts in the interior are every yoar 
ravaged by famine. To any person who has the faintest concep- 
tion of Chinese resources it is perfectly evident that there is no 
district in the Empire which has not either the means of sustain- 
ing its inhabitants or the means of exchanging products of various 
kinds for the necessaries of life. But the State puts a double 
difficulty in the way of the growth of prosperity. It forbids the 
development of the resources of the soil—including mines—and 
forbids the extension of the means of transit. Hence, while over 
one area the population is starving amidst untellable mineral 
wealth, the grain of another area is depreciated in value for want 
of a sufficiently large market. The reason of the first stumbling 
block eludes even those who pretend to the keenest insight into 
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native official character, for mining was prescribed long before 
foreigners were in the field to threaten seizing a share of the 
spoil. But as regards the steady opposition offered to increased 
means of transit from place to place in the interior, by the 
introduction of steam vessels and railways, there are doubtless 
many honest though near sighted persons who anticipate the 
greatest immediate misery for all the natives engaged in inland 
locomotion, should steam be introduced. The history of traffic 
on the Yangtzse, and along the coast has taught them nothing. 
By far the greatest part of the opposition arises, however, 
from a defined fear on the part of the officials, that 
wherever steam goes foreigners will go, and an undefined dread 
of anything whatsoever new being introduced to supplant any 
part of the system under which they thrive at the expense 
of the whole country. Without having learned it from the 
Gospels, they yet implicitly believe that no man should 
put “a piece of new cloth into an old garment, for that which is 
put in to fill it up taketh from the garment, and the rent is made 
worse.” Ido not know, but I suspect that the Government, by 
which I mean the central Government at Peking, has a special 
reason for discouraging any attempt to make the transmission of 
intelligence from place to placa rapid and certain. Many a diffi- 
culty is shelved in the course of voluminous correspondence, and 
the impossibility of obtaining speedy justice keeps people quict 
when their matter for complaint is not very outrageous. The work- 
ing of the entire governmental system, which to Chinese eyes it 
would be sacrilege to change, depends absolutely upon the semi- 
independence of the provincial viceroys, and obviously it would be 
both unjust to attempt, and impossible to carry out, any plan 
which, maintaining the general responsibility of the Governors 
for the good order of their jurisdiction, should render them liable 
to constant interference from Peking with the minutia of their 
administration. But it is quite as obvious that unless the empire 
is ruled from Peking—which it is not at present—the theory of 
holding the central Government alone responsible for everything 
that occurs in the provinces cannot with justice to all parties be 
rigorously carried into practice. After all the discussions which 
have taken place the real question lissin a nutshell, and it is 
this—For what is the provincial Government answerable, and 
over what does the Peking Government exercise absolute control ? 
I merely state the case, and leave it to your leader-writer for dis- 
cussion ; but it is evident from the mere statement that to the 
growing needs of commerce we must look for the gradual regenera- 
tion of the Chinese system of government and political economy 

~ So far as local news gozs there is absolutely nothing to 
chronicle. The papers are more than usually dull, which is say- 
ing a great deal for the Shanghai papers. Amusements, public 
and domestic, are in full swing, and up-country the pheasant 
deer, ani pig are having a hard time of it. , 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to the 22nd Feb. The out- 
ward mail of Jan. 5 arrived on the 17th Feb. The news by this 
mail is very meagre. 

The half-yearly meeting of shareholders in the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank was held in the City Hall on the 15th. Present: 
Messrs. R. Rowett (in the chair), T. C. Hayllar, Pyke, Greig, Beli- 
lios, Lemann, Joost, Menke, Melchers, Sassoon, Cope, Fairbairn, 
Budde, Detmering, Karberg, Grobein, Lyall, Dixwell, Sands, New- 
ton, Minto, Anton, Walker, Russell, Deetjen, Just, Notley, Chater, 
Pereira, Beart, Krdmann, Dr. Legge, and others—The chairman 
having read the notice convening the meeting, the report was 
taken as read. He then proposcd that the report be adopted, 
which motion was seconded by Mr. Menke, and carried uaani- 
mously.—The chairman then stated that Messrs. Joost, Belilios 
and Sassoon retired from the board, in accordance with the deed 
of settlement, but offered themselves for re-election. These gen- 
tlemen were unanimously re-elected, as were also the auditors 
(the Hon. P. Ryrie and F. W. Mitchell, Esq.) —The chairman 
congratulated every shareholder in this eminently successful con- 
cern on the satisfactory state in which the bank was at present. 
He was himself going home, but was glad to leave the interests 
of the Corporation in such good hands. It would be an iaterest- 
ing piece of news to know that the dividend would be payable to- 
morrow.—The meeting then separated.

She is a double-screw steamer of 800-horse power, and is armed 
with ten 12-ton guns, and four Armstrongs. As she steamed into 
the harbour, a salute to the Admiral was fired by the Princess 
Charlotte, followed by a similar compliment from the American, 
Russian, French, and Italian men-of-war, which was returned by 
the Iron Duke. 

We are glad to have to record that our efficient Postmaster- 
General (Mr. F. W. Mitchell) has received the decoration from 
the Spanish Government, which we have already noticed, for ser- 
vices rendered towards providing postal facilities between this port 
and Manila. The decoration is called the Order of Charles III. 
~ We hear that H.E. the Governor has recently issued orders to 
the effect that no fees whatsoever be charged for any eccle- 
siastical service connected with St. John’s Cathedral. Such 
orders would seem to suggest that custom may have been apt to 
be looked upon as right, and we think the Governor is to be com- 
mended for at once removing the faintest suspicion of such a 
ste of things resting upon tho members of the profession in this 
eolony. 

We are sorry to have to record the loss of another steamer on 
the coast, viz., the Chukiang, one of the first steamers which 
came from England through the Suez Canal. She was on her 
way from Shanghai, or Chinkiang, and it appears that she ran 
ashore on Reef Island, during a densa fog. having been doubtless 
set in by a current too near the land. The island on which she 
struck is only about a score of miles from the scene of the 
Suwonada’s misfortune, but lies outside of the Haitan archi- 
pelago—the unfortunate Chukiang having gone outside the 
islands, as vessels invariably do on the downward trip. Captain 
Hogg states that the immediate cause of the disaster was the 
breaking of the rudder chains. 

The China Fire Insurance Company held their third ordinary 
meeting on the 20th, when the accounts to December 31st showed 
a sum of $140,000 to the company’s credit. The Chairman, 
in congratulating the sharcholders on the successful result 
of the year’s business, noticed, with reference to some remarks 
which had been made as to the company not paying any 
bonus this year, that it was perhaps overlooked that, ac- 
cording to the articles of association, no bonus could be paid until 
the reserve fund amounted to $190,000. It was at present 
$60,000, and if no serious loss occurred this year, it was proposed 
to increase it by $40,000. 

The Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company’s annual meeting 
took place on the 20th. A dividend of $21.58 per share was 
declared, and the reserve fund, with the amount passed to it, 
stands at $268,498, 

The Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Company held their 
annual meeting on the 20th. The result of the re-opening of the 
Aberdeen Dock has been satisfactory. A dividend at the rato of 
3 per cent. for the half-year was declared.

SAIGON. 

A correspondent of the Straits Times writes :—Miss Longworth 
—Mrs. Yelverton—Countess of Avonmore, is here now; she 
arrived in the Lizzie and Rosa, gave a “friendly” reading at the 
house of Consul Caswell, and is to give a public one in the godown 
ofa firm. She is going to visit Kresser’s sugar factory, and after- 
wards is to proceed to Cambodia to interview the King ; she even 
meditates a journey from thence to Bangkok. 

The Chinese New Year passed off very quietly after all, and the 
rumoured insurrection is still in the womb of time. Pere Roy re- 
mains in durance vile. The Governor, Dupré, leaves by this 
steamer, Rice is arriving daily in large quantities nuw. Ships 
are scarce. The sailor whe shot the young woman has been 
sentenced to a four years’ residence at Pulo Condore. 


JAVA. 

The heavy winds, storms, and rains that have been prevailing 
in Java have done great damage to the eoffee plantations there, 
above all in Mid-Java; the prospect of a good crop this year is 
hence very small. The trees have suffered much, on the uplands 
mostly, the berries have been blown away in Jarge quantities ; in 
fact, in some districts the damage may be estimated at thousands 
of piculs. Calculating for the whole of Java, the damage done 
will be found to be very great. The weather has, on the whole, 
not been unfavourable for the young coffee plants. According to 
the last report on the Cinchona culture in Java (for the 
third quarter of 1871), the number of plants of all sorts, 
ages, and sizes amounted then to 1,380,011. 1,000 kilo- 
grammes of bark were lying in store; the bark crop for 1871 
amounted to about 7,600 kilogrammes. The culture of camomile 
was tried for the first time in 1868, and has since been continued 
on asmall scale without much expense. Fully 50 kilogrammes 
of flowers of excellent quality prove conclusively now that the 
camomile flourises very well in Java. 788 Cinchona plants have 
been forwarded during the quarter on behalf of the state to 
various parts of Java and Sumatra. Inquiries for plants from 
private persons aro steadily on the increase. Two gentlemen at 
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Cinchona plants. 
in masses to various places. The expenses of Cinchona culture 
during the past year amounted to f.45,106.17.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—-0— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 29th Feb. The‘P.and O. mail 


of Jan. 26 arrived out on the 28th Feb. The following summary 
of news is from the Straits Times :— 


The principal event of the fortnight has been the public meet - 


ing held at the Town [fall on the 23rd, to protest against the 
proposed construction of tho Railway to New Harbour by the 
Government, and against the principle of the Colonial office over- 
ruling the decision of the Legislative Council, aud directing the 
expenditure of the public money on local works in direct 
opposition to the expressed views of that body. The meet- 


ing was very fully attended by the mercantile com- 


munity, and the speeches and resolutions show very con- 
clusively the public focling of the place on the matter, and 
should have weight in inducing the Secretary of State for the 


Colonies to change his decision. While fully admitting the 
general principle that railways for developing the resources and 
industry of a country should be constructed by Government, the 
public deprecate the application of that principle to undertakings 
promoted solely for the furtherance of certain private interests— 
especially when the prospects of the line paying by itself are so 
doubtful as the one contemplated. <A copy of the resolutions 
was forwarded by the chairman to his Excellency the Adminis- 
trator for transmission to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
The expected arrival of the transport Orontcs has kept the 


garrison here in a very unsettled condition for the past few days, 


—orders having been received ordering both the wing of the 10th 
Regiment and the battery of Artillery stationcd here to proceed 
to China in that vessel, and the officers and men have got every- 
thing in readiness for their departure. Singapore being only a 
convenient military way station, the removal of our present 
European military foree to Hong Kong proves it unadvisable to 
fill acting appointments in the police force from among tho 
officers and men of the garrison. The offices of Superintendent 
of Police here and at Penang are at present held by military 
officers, and a number of non-commissioned officers are serving as 
sergeants and corporals of police; by their removal the police 
will lose two able officers who have just had time to get things 
fairly in train for working, and will also be denuded of a body of 
European subordinates who are just becoming accustomed to 
police duty. 

A farewell entertainment, in the shape of a ball and supper, will 
be given in the Town Hall to-morrow night to Colonel Anson 
(the Administrator) and Mrs. Anson, who will shortly be leaving 
for Europe. During the next few weeks we shall also be losing, 
for a time at least, a good many of our old residents, who will 
take their departure for Europe during the next month.

A correspondent writes us :— 

The papers will convey to you an account of our meeting of the 
23rd. With the exception of those who would have liked to have 
had their private property improved at the public expense, the 
whole of the meeting was with the resolution. In a free port 
founded on free trade we require as little interference as possible. 
Monopolies should be discountenanced and the short line, being 
likely to drift that way, was objectionable, and the Administrator 
and Council very properly negatived it, though Sir Harry Ord 
had secretly promised the concession. I have no sympathy 
with selfish views. My idea is that whatever company makes 
the railway they will have to reclaim Teluk Ayer from the 
corner of Collyer Quay to Tanjong Batu, build a sea wall across, 
buy a couple of hills close by to till up, secure a good place for 
their terminus, which they can get nowhere else, and then have 
a line to the wharves, and one to Kranjie, following the Bukit 
Timah Road, where the large population chiefly congregate. 
There is no country to open worth anything. There is no neces- 
sity for any military connection with a country which does not 
belong to us, and Government has no excuse for interference 
except to protect the general interests. 





PENANG. 


The Municipal Commissioners have made final arrangements 
with the secretary and manager of the Singapore Gas Company 
to have Penang lighted with gas, and the boon is promised 
within a twelvemonth. The site for the gasworks has been fixed 
upon, and arrangements are being made for the purchase of the 
land required—in the vicinity of the Club-house. A better se- 
lection could not have been made, and Mr. Wells was right in 
declining the gencrous offer made to him by the Commissioners 
of a piece of ground on the Prangin. The great point in favour 
of the site decided upon in Northam-road is the sea frontage it 
possesses, which will afford facilities for the landing of plant and 
machinery required for the works.

HANKow.—The advice of higher rates in Manchester had caused a 


considerable advance in most Plain Cottons, 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings had 
been dealt in to a fair extent, other weights being neglected ; 64 to 66 
reed White Shirtings had been sold at the higher quotations given below. 
There was a steady but not active demand for T-Cloths. Drills met with 
little attention, being out of season. In Fancy Cottons there had been 
only a small business. Woollens and Worsteds: Trifling sales only re- 
ported. Quotations :—7 lbs. Grey Shirtings, Ts. 1.7.6 to 1.8.0; 8} lbs., 
Tis. 1.9.5 to 2.0.4. White Shirtings, 56 to 60 reed, Tls. 1.7.5 to 2.0.0; 
64 to 66 reed, Ts. 2.0.5 to 2.2.5. T-Cloths, 7 lbs. Ordinary, Ts. 1.4.8 
to 1.5.5; 7 lbs. Mexicans, Tls. 1.6.3 to 1.6.8. Camlets, Tis. 14.2.0 to 
14.8.0. Long Ells, HH Assorted, Tls. 5.2.5 tod 3.0 ; Scarlet, Tls. 6.2.0. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons: The intervention of the native New-year 
holidays has restricted transactions to the smallest scale, and now that 
busincss is resumed there does not seem to be much eagerness on the 
part of dealers to enter the market. It is alleged that the very high 
rates of freight demanded for the first steamers to Tientsin will prevent 
many goods going forward to that market for a time. The stock of 
Grey Shirtings is now close on 3,000,000 pieces, altogether too large to 
admit of an advance in price commensurate with values in Manchester. 
A few small sales of 8} Ibs. goods are reported at Tis. 1.9.2, for common 
makes, up to Tls. 2.0.5 for Dewhurst’s best “ Eagles.” There is also 
some inquiry for heavy weights of Grey Shirtings, and for the lower 
counts of White Shirtings, but the business is too small to establish a 
market, Fancy Cottons, with the exception of a small inquiry for 
Chintzes, command no attention. Woollens: The demand, trifling as 
it is, seems confined to Scarlet Long Elle, certain patterns of Figured 
Orleans, and Black Lastings; but prices offered are much below the 
views of holders, : 

Foocuow.—No business to report. 

HonG KonG.—Messra. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :—Cotton 
Yarns: Importers having increased their asking rates, and the inquiry 
from the dealers having continued good, a steady business has been done 
latterly in Nos. 16 to 24, and holders are not now willing sellers at prices 
$2.50 per bale higher; Nos. 28 to 32 are in strong request for shipment 
to Japan, and a rise of $5 is being paid; Nos. $8 to 42 are not wanted, 
but are nominally $2.50 per bale dearer than last quoted. Piece Goods: 
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Transactions have been comparatively small, as business has been mate- 


rially interfered with by the annual native holidaya which have been 
celebrated during the interval. No alteration is noticeable in values of 
Grey Shirtings, previous rates being well maintained ; 7 Ibs. goods have 
been moderately inquired for, but no sales of 8.41bs. have been made 
privately, as dealers have supplied themselves at public auction, some 
18,000 pieces of spotted goods havin beon disposed of in this way at 
$2.40 to 2.44 per piece. Inquiry for White Shirtings has slackened - 


somewhat, and all descriptions are slow of sale at previous fizares. 


Drills are suleable at a rise of 5 to 10 cents per piece. Stocks of com- 
mon 6 lbs. T-Cloths are light, but demand is strong, and at a slight con- 


cession from quotations a large business could b> done; 6 Ibs. Mexicans 


fre not wanted; 7 lbs. goods are unchanged, but Mexicans are firm. 
Brocades, Spotted Shirtings, and Turkey Reds are all dearer, and are 
saleable. Chintzes are unchanged. Woollens: Long Ells have not been 
dcalt in, but are steadily held at last figures, English Spanish Stripes 
have been quitted at a decline of 2 cents per yard, but German makeg 
are unchanged. Blankets are saleable at former rates. Lastings and 
Crapes have not been asked for. English Camlets are firmly held, as 
stocks are comparatively small; Dutch find buyers more readily. Me- 
tals: Values of all articles under this head have improved, and the pre- 
sent position of the market is strong. Nail Rod Iron has further ad~ ' 
vanced 5 cents; Hoop is steady, and Bar is 5 to 10 cents per picul 
dearer. Wire, Steel, and Lead are up 5 and 10 cents, and Tin is 50 
cents per picul higher. Tin Plates are wanted at advanced figures, and 
Quicksilver has suddenly risen $4 to 7 in price. Coal: The sales during 
the fortnight’ have been 1,500 tons of Australian at $15.50 to 16 **to 
arrive,” 500 tons of English, on the spot, at $16.50, and 1,200 tons of 
the same at $14 to 14.50 “ to arrive,” 400 tons Cardiff, ex Godown, at 
$17.50, and 2,000 tons of the same at $15 to 15.50 “to arrive.” The 
excitement previously reported subsided in a few days after the depar- 
ture of last mail, and since then the market has become weaker, closing 
now very quiet. Coals on the spot, however, are still very scarce, and 
parties supplying their wants have to pay full prices, while for cargoes 
for distant arrival buyers cannot be found. 

MANILA.—There had been more animation in the market during the 
interval, and on some plain staples an advance had been established, and 
stocks of them were more firmly held in view of the strong accounts 
from the home side, and also from the neighbouring markets. Coloured 
Goods were in fair demand, but the prices obtainable for them had not 
improved much, as stocks were still heavy, and importers were anxious 
to make as much progress with them as possible during the present 
saason, which ig now at its height. 

SINGAPORE.—We take the following from Messrs. Boustead’s Cir-

Grey Madapollams: Moderato 
inquiry for 23 lbs. at $19} to 19} ; 3 Ibs. quiet at $20 to 20}. Woollen 
Goods: Some inquiry for Scarlet Spanish Stripes, with moderate sales at 
about last quotations ; Scarlet Long Ells 12 lbs. in demand, lighter 
weights not wanted. Camlects: No sales; small stock held for extreme 
rates. Brocaded Lustres in small demand at 19c. to 20c., and atock. 
about cleared. Scarlet Bombazettes: Retail sales of 5 lbs. Scarlet at $3.

129 bales. The American and English mails have engaged 130 bales 
and 100 bales respectively, making a total for the fortuight of about 
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800 bales. The stock is estimated at about 1,800 bales, of which fully 
500 bales are said to be Yellow Silk.

We are glad to find that the Phenix has reached its twentieth 
monthly issue under the able conductorship of Dr. Summers. 
The most important matter in the present number is an article 
entitled “ Remarks on Commerce,” which is written by a 
Japanese, Kato Sukeichi, and has been translated by Mr. W. @. 
Aston. The writer details the eiventanes which have accrued 
from the introduction of foreigners in Japan, and recommends 
the extension of the relations of that country with Western 
nations. With regard to the statement that the presence of 
Kuropeans has created distress by a rise of prices, the author 
Bays i— 

This is a great error. Some countries are peopled with good, others 
with inferior races, but foreigners are, after all, natives of the same 
universe as ourselves, and human nature is everywhere the same, But 
the rise in prices is not owing to foreigners; it is owing to the fall in 
value of gold and silver. For example, the coin we now call twelre 
cash was at one time current as one cash. But an article which now 
costs twelve cash would certainly have cost more than one cash for- 
merly, perhaps four or five cask, 80 that as this article can now be 
bought with a cuin which was once worth only one cash, we make 
wonderfully cheap bargain. Prices are governed by natural laws 
They depend on a comparison of one thing with another, and a decision 
that neither is inferior or superior in value to the other. Whether we 
say one cash or twelve cash, one rio or three rios, it is the same thing 
in reality, only the expression we make use of now is different from 
what we used formerly. If we say that a thing is dear because it now 
costs three 7208, that it was cheap because it cost only one, we forget 
that if we put in one scale of the balance the present three rios, and in 
the other what was formerly called one rio, the latter will be found 
heavier by three fun and sixrin. So it is only fair that we should have 
to pay three rios now for an article which once cost only one, and no 
rise in price has really taken place. Let these arguments be well con- 
sidered, and the erroneous notion that the rise in prices is owing to 
foreigners be at once corrected ; one rio, three rios, are mere names : 
if the real values of things are looked to, they will be found the same 
now as formerly.

fessor Levi's hope that his work may prove of practical utility, 
“ass an account of one of the most important interests in 
the empire, as a repertoire of facts for the financier and 
ecomomist, as a manual for the British trader all the world 
over, and asa class book for students of political and commercial 
economies,” seems as certain of fulfilment as anything mundane 
can be. It is a book on which praise would be thrown away, 
because those who do not avail themselves of its statistics, and the 
author's deductions from them—in a word, those who do not 
place the work on their office shelves, will hardly be able to ex- 
cuse themselves to themselves for losing an opportunity of acquir- 
ing a compendium of information so compact and lucid. To young 
merchants and others proceeding to the Far Kast it will be es- 
pecially valuable, as being not only a review of the past centu 
ut an index of commerce at the present day, and a guide boo 
for me future.

Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, March 28, 


At a stormy meeting of shareholders in the Steamship Company 
Nederland, held at Ainsterdam to-day, the proposal of the managers to 
issne a loan of £.3,500,000, to increase the capital, for the purpose of 
building more steamers, was approved of by 334 against 27 votes. 
General indignation was expressed, becauso the managers had bound 
the company by contract with the firm of de Vries and Co., a partner 
in which, Mr. G. J. Boelen, was formerly onc of the managers of the 
company. The Rotterdam members protested most encryctically against 
such nepotism. A commission was appointed to co-operate with the 
managers in revising the statutes of the company. 

A perfect dulness prevails in politics. The members of the Second 
Chamber have left the Hague for the Easter recess, and they will not 
meet again befure the lust week in April, when tho Income-tax Bill 
will at once be brought forward. Several papers predict that this mea- 

sure will bring about the fall of the Minister of the Financial Depart- 
ment, and that ultimatety a general’ Ministerial crisis will result. Qui 
viva verra. That the party struggle will be a very hot one is quite cer- 
tain, but it is somewhat premature to foretell that the measure will be 
rejected. A reorganisation of our taxation system is most urgent, espe- 
cially if the several mcasures to be proposed by the Minister of the War 

Department are carried. They will swallow up so many millions that 

ou? Treasury will not be able to bear such heavy charges. 

The last sitting of the Sccond Clhambir was of some interest. The 
opium question was again brought forward. The Java papers had 
pnblished a circular upon this matter, and Mr, Fransen van de Putte 
interpolated the Ministry with refer.nce to that document. Strangely 
enough, the Minister was alleged to state that he did not know anything 
ofthe circular. The interpolation, however, had this good result, that 
the Minister promised to lay several documents befuro the members. 
The First Chamber will meet on the 4th prox. 

A very voluminous report bas been published upon the construction 
of railways in Java. Some weeks ago I sent you full particulars of the 
plan of the Minister, as examined in the Section. Of course many re- 
marks and obscrvations were made by the members, but the majority 
approved warmly of the plan, which will provide the colony with a 
complete railway net. Some members suggested that it was also neces- 
sary to construct reilways in Sumatra, by which the industry and wealth 
of that productive island might be greatly increased. 

The spirit and enthusiasm with which the approaching national fes- 
tival is regarded continues, and I am glad to state that the Catholics 
have almost ceased from their opposition. Nevertheless, strong fears 
prevail that in sume towns or villages disturbances will take place be- 
tween the Catholics fanatics and the enthusiast Protestants. In Ny- 
megen some troubles have already occurred, but they were not of a 
serious character. The priests have been so prudent as to warn their 
people against excesses. 

The King has approved the appointment of Mr. L. Polano as consul 
for Denmark, and he has granted permission to Mr. M. van der Tak to 
wear the insignia of the Knighthood of the Wasa Order. 

The King has forwarded f.3,000 to the commission appointed to collect 
thoney in behalf of the victims of the late inundations in Java. 


a PRODUCE MARKETS. 
The late dulness in our markets for coffee has been {ncreased by the 
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result of the public sale, held last week, which went off at reduced 
rates, The sugar sale on the other hand has been attended with a satis- 
factory result, the quantity put up having been quitted at full prices, 
compared with the brokers’ valuations. A firm tone prevails for both 
articles, although but little business has been doing, owing mainly to 
the reservedness of holders. Hardly any change has occurred in the 
market for other articles of produce, the demand for most of the same 
continuing to be confined to the requirements for consumption, which 
causes the market to exhibit upon the whole a quiet appearance. The

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Lisson, March 23. 


The rumours to which I referred in my last letter about threatencd 
public disturbances against the Government have turned out to be cor- 
rect. Correspondents from Oporto say that it is generally kuown that 
there are clubs in that town where men of various politics and rank 
are holdiug private meetings. Those associations will not achieve any 
success, for the people of Portugal generally are thoroughly with the 
present situation, and those persons who, at home and abroad, are en- 
deavouring to destroy this popular feeling ore utterly mistaken. In 
the meanwhile they annoy the Government, and the public are excited, 
to the prejudice of the commerce and credit of the country. 

At present the debatcs in the Cortes are upon the taxes on wines, 
oil, rice, and all kinds af liquors. These articles have been always 
taxed, but now an additional impost upon them has been proposed by 
the Minister of Finance. The revenue from this additional impost is 
estimated at £50,000. In a short time the Bill will be decided upon. 

The treaty of commerce between Portugal and the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire has been approved of by the Cortes in private session. 

On the 11th Inst. there was a slight earthquake felt in Evora, pro- 
vince of Alemago. 

As I told you lately, Senor Sant Anna e Vasconcellos has been ap- 
pointed to the post of Consul in Peru. It seems that he has received 
some private instructions from Goverament with reference to tha emi- 
gration to that country from Macao. Up to now the Minister fur Fo- 
reign Affairs has not replied to the interpellation on this subject, though 
1 know by private information that he intends to reply to Senor Barros 
e Cunha, Deputy for Algarve, who called his attention both to the 
coolie trade and to the debate in the English Parliament on the matter. 
The Minister has been ill, but ho has reappeared in Parliament, and it 
is probable that his reply will not be long delayed. 

Senor M. da Cunha, deputy for Macao, has called the aftention of 
Government to the subject of public education in that settlement. He 
said that the last reforms effected by the Marquis Sa’da Bandeira, in the 
college of S. Jos¢, have produced excellent results. The governor of 
the bishopric, Antonio Luiz de Carvalho, the professors of the college, 
the canon, Augusto de Vasconcellos, and the professors, Mello Gouveia, 
Magalhaes, and Ribeiro Carvalho, are especially worthy of eulogy. 
Senor Cunha showed that it is necessary to send two more professors to 
Macao—one to teach philosophy, and the other theology—and the 
minister has promised to appoint them. At the same time, the minister 
introduced the subject of the female professors, and stated that he 
expects to examine all the documents concerning that subject, and very 
soon to give an account of what is uecessary to be done in the 
matter. 








THE PORT OF KIUNGCHOW. 

In the House of Commons on the 25th ult. Mr. White asked the 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs whether the port of Kiungchow 
in the island of Hainan (access to which was stipulated for by the 
Treaty of Vientsin) would, as reported, be opened this spring to foreign 


trade. 

Lord Enfield ssid : The most trustworthy information I can give to 
the hon. gentleman will be found in an extract from a despatch dated 
Peking, Dee. 81, in which Mr. Wadesays:—“ Ao American merchant 
being ready to run steamers between Kiungchow and Hong Kong, I 
have, at the request of Mr. Low, joined him and the rest of my col- 
leagues in an application to the Prince of Kung to open the port.

THE OPENING OF KIUNGCHOW. 

Lorp Enrigtp’s reply to the question addressed to him on 
the 25th ult. by Mr. Ware as to the Port of Kiungchow, 
in Hainan—which will be found in full in another column— 
was so far satisfactory that we learn from it that efforts are 
being made by foreign Ministers at Peking to request the 
Chinese Government to open it to foreign trade. The ne- 
cessity for this measure has been long apparent, and has at 
different times been urged upon our Government by the 
mercantile communities in Chiua, more especially that of 
Hong Kong. The const line from Macao to Hainan affords 
promise of a very considerable trade, which, if properly 
regulated, would tend to a further distribution of our manu- 
factures throughout the Southern province. It is incon- 
ceivable why our Government should have so long delayed 
the opening of this place ; it is to be feared that the cause 
is to be found in the outlay necessary for the establishment 
of a Consulate. The traffic at present existing is carrie on by 
junks, and is chiefly contraband. ‘The remedy for this state 
of things is plainly the opening of a port on the seaboard, | 
by which ao legitimate trade might be encouraged under 
official auspices. In all respects Kiungchow appears to be 
the port best fitted for this purpose, and, besides, it is the 
place especially agreed upon in the Treaty. The opposi- 
tion on the part of our own Government has been so far 
overcome that they have expressed themselves willing to 
comply with the request of the mercantile communities, It 
is to be regretted, however, that, having made up their minds 
to open the port, they should not allow it to rank as a Con- 
sulate, or at least us an independent Vice-Consulate. To 
place it under the jurisdiction of the Consul at Canton, who 
is separated from it by upwards of three hundred miles of 
sea, can hardly be conducive to the development of the 
new port. This, we suppose, is also for economical reasons, 
We have another exception to take. In the despatch of 
Mr. WabE, our Minister at Peking, quoted by Lord Eyrtetp, 
it is stated “If his Imperial Highness (Prince Kone) con- 
sents.”4 Now, according to the terms of our Treaty we 
are entitled to the opening of this port without any such 
process as obtaining consent. It is, of course, very much to 
our astonishment, and will probably be much more so to our 
readers in China, that our Minister at Peking should send 
such a despatch to the Foreign-office. He must know well 
enough —at least we cannot believe him to be so utterly 
unmiudful of his duties as not to kuow-—that although Sir 
RortHeRForD ALcock stipulated in his never-to-be-forgotten 
Convention that the port of Kiung Chow should be surren- 
dered in exchange for another, that this proposition fell to 
the ground owing to the protest made by the China mer- 
chants and others interested in the trade, against the ratifi- 
cation of this Convention ; consequently it has no sort of 
existence, official or otherwise. If Mr. Wapz permits such 
treatment of our interests and rights, it is hopeless to 
expect that we can make any advance in our relations 
with China, at least so long as he remains our representative 
at Peking. We quote Article XI. of the Tientsin Treaty, 
which relates to our right to trade at Kiung Chow :— 


“In addition to the cities and towns of Canton, Amoy, 
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“ Foochow, Ningpo, and Shanghai, opened by the Treaty of 
“ Nanking, it is agreed that British subjects may frequent the 
“cities and ports of New-Chwang, Tung-Chow, Tai-wan 
“ (Formosa), Chan-Chow (Swatow), and Kiung-Chow (Hainan). 
“ They are permitted to carry on trade with whomsoever they 
“ please, and to proceed to and from at pleasure with their 
“ vessels and merchandise. They shall enjoy the same privi- 
“ leges, advantages, and immunities at the said towns and 
“ports as they enjoy at the ports already opened to trade, 
“including the right of residence, of buying or renting 
“houses, of leasing land therein, and of building churches, 
“ hospitals, and cemeteries. 








THE SAIGON CONSULATE. 

THE report of Mr. Caswett, A.M.’s Consul at Saigon, for 
the past year, which has now been published by the Foreign- 
office, and which will be found in another column, shows very 
distinctly the urgent necessity of a paid Consul being appointed 
to the port, according to the representations lately urged by 
Mr. Wuire in the House of Commons. It will be remem- 
bered that Lord Eyrietp, the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, on that occasion stated that, as the whole question of 
the Diplomatic and Consular Services was under inquiry 
by a Committee of the House, it was not considered desirable 
to move in the matter. When we expostulated against this 
decision we were not in possession of the Consul’s report, 
but Lord Ewnrrerp was! And yet with this document 
in the Foreign-office, he is instructed by his chief to 
say that the settlement of the matter must be delayed. 
Now, is it possible for any man of common senso—be he 
merchant or otherwise-—after reading the report, to say that 
the matter is not most urgent, and, considering the amount 
of British trade, highly important? Mr. CasweLi says most 
distinctly that he cannot remain after March, and yet the 
Foreign-office will not appoint a successor, and he coolly leaves 
our interests there to take their chance. The whole affair is 
simply a matter of £1,000 a year, and the fees could be 
increased to cover even a part of that. But we disagree with 
Mr. CasweELt's suggestion that “ tonnage fees” should be 
levied ; an actual tax on British tonnage, whether the master 
employed the services of the Consul or not, would be objec- 
tionable. No; but let thoso captains and crews who use 


the time of the Consulate pay a much higher scale than at 
present, 





Tue agent of the Union Pacific Railway, who last year 
visited the principal Indian ports, and came on to London 
and other cities of Europe, has now completed arrangements 
with the various companies, and announces, through the 
London agents, Messrs, Srarr and Co., that they are pre- 
pared to grant “round the world ” tickets, via China and 
Japan, or Australia and New Zealand. One-half the trouble 
of travelling round the world has been the uncertainty of the 
cost, currency, conveyance, &0. Now all difficulties are 
solved, for the tourist pays down £200, and there is an end 
of the matter. He can leave London and be brought back 
to it in three months ; but we recommend six months as 
much more likely to give lasting pleasure and add to one’s 
store of useful knowledge. 





A JAPANESE now resident in London writes us in regard to 
the reports of the persecution of native Christians in J apan ; 
that the new criminal code in Japan, framed since the 
MiKaDo came into power, abolishes torture ; that the reference 
to IwakuRa, now iu America, is a pure invention ; and that 
the Prince of Saca has been out of J apan since November, 
travelling in Europe. This completely confirms the dis- 
credit we threw on the statements at the time of their 
circulation. 





Sir James ExPuinstone, M P., has, we understand, ad- 
dressed a letter to the Secretary of State for India, once 
more detailing the works necessary for cutting the Paumben 
Channel, as a communication between Ceylon and India, 
and again the Governor of Ceylon has been requested, in 
conjunction with Mr. Ropertsox, to see into the matter. We 
trust that the carrying out of this work will be one of the 
first things by which Mr. Grecory, the new Governor, will 
gain his laurels.

THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES.—CHINA, JAPAN, 
AND THE FAR EAST. 

The Civil Service Estimates for the financial = commencing 
op the 31st ult., and ending with March, 1873, have been issued. 
The grand total of these Estimates, inclusive of the amount re- 

uired for the Post-office Packet and Telegraph Services, is 
$17 517,046, being less by £143,641 than those for the year just 
closing, which amounted to £17,660,687. This decrease is con- 
sidemably smaller than that shown by the last issued Estimates, 
which were something beyond half-a-million lower than those for 
1870 71. Among the specialities charged in the present Esti- 
mates Mr. Eyre’s defence figures for £4,133, the purchase of 
Abyssinian spoils and presents to Prince Kassae for £3,100; 
Thanksgiving Day is found to have cost £4,000, and the Princess 
Louise’s wedding is put down at £1,200. The items under the 
head of Colonial and. Consular Services give a total of £544,297, 
& decrease of £58,607 ; and the Diplomatic Service figures for 
£203,326, being less by £31,050. 

Turning from the general summary of the figures presented to 
those which specially refer to the Far East, and commencing 
with the Diplomatic Service, we find votes of £6,000 for the 
Minister Plenipotentiary in China, of £800 for the Secretary of 
Legation, and of a similar amount for the Chinese Secretary ; 
Assistant Chinese Secretary, £600; assistant and accountant, 
£400 ; and surgeon, £600 ; these votes are the same as for last year. 
As regards Japan, the figures present totals of £4,000 for the 
Minister, £800 for the Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the 
Japanese Secretary. These amounts differ in no respect from 
those for the past year. The salaries of the assistants, &c., are 
included under one total for all Legations. 

We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards China, 
figure for the following amounts :—

The total is £11,600, showing a decreaso of £100, which is 


obtained by a reduction at Chefoo of that amount. 

The total required for Vice-Consuls is the same as in the last 
Estimates, viz., £4,050, the details being Shanghai, Kiukiang, 
and Whampoa each £750, Canton, £700, Pagoda Toland, Foochow, 
£600, and Taku £500. 

The remaining charges for the China Consular Service may be 
thus summed up :—Assistants £6,900—namely, six first-class at 
£400, a like number of second-class at £350, and eight third-class 
at £300 each, there being no change under this head. The amount 
Tequired for interpreters is also the same, £5,500. Writers and 
Linguists figure for £2,522, an increase of £26; Student Inter- 

preters for £3,150, a decrease of £150 ; teachers for Student Inter- 
preters for £459, and Shipping Clerk at Shanghai for £400; the 
two last-named items standing precisely as in the previous esti- 
mates. Passing on we find an estimated amount required for 

“Wages and Allowances to Gaolers, Constables, Watchmen, 

Boatmen, Porters, Ooolies, and others employed in public ser- 
vices” of £4,640, an increase of £51 on the last estimate, which 
was £4,589. 

The estimated cost of the Japan Consular Service presents a 
total of £6,864, an increase of £308, arising chiefly from a differ- 
ence in the number and standing of the Assistants employed. The 
amount required for Consuls is, as before, £4,200, viz., Hiogo 
£1,000, Nagasaki £900, Hakodadi £800, Nee-e-gata £800, and 
Kanagawa £700. The Vice-Consulate at Yedo is set down for 
£500, and that at Osaka for £600, showing no change. Four 
first-class Assistants, one at £500 and three at £400, figure for. 
£1,700 ; four second-class Assistants, at £300 each, for £1,200 ; 
Student Interpreters for £900, while a sum of £500 (£300 more 
than hefore) appears as Interpreters’ allowances to Assistants ; 
the sum total under this head is £4,300, an increase of £300. 
Writers are charged £484, and Gaolers, Watchmen, Coolies, &c., 
£2,080. 

The estimate for Woe Eapeene Court of China and Japan presents a 
total of £8,076, against £7,957, an increase of £119, the Law Clerk 
receiving £700 instead of £675, and the Clerk for Civil Causes £400 
in lieu of £306. The remaining charges under this head present 
no variation, being as follows :—Judge, £3,500 ; Deputy Judge, 
£1,200; Law Secretary, £750; Chief Clerk, £350; Criminal 
Clerk and Assistant Clerk, each £306; Chief Usher, £300; Chief 
Constable, £164, and Messengers, dc., £200. No special item 
mppenrs for the salaries of Mr. Hannen, the acting deputy judge 
and assistants at Yokohama, who, we presume, are provide 
for out of the above.

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The differences existing between the present and the last Esti- 
mates in the expenditure upon the Consular Services in China, 
Japan, and Siam may be readily appreciated from ‘the following 
recapitulation of the figures :—Salaries, Allowances, and Wages 
are charged £65,789, against £65,517—increase £272 ; Incidental 
Expenses £5,700, against £6,975—decrease £1,275 ; Maintenance 
of Prisoners and other Prison Expenses £1,500, against £1,200— 
increase £300 ; Legation Guards £2,883, against £4,500—decrease 
£1,617. Outfit and Travelling Allowances £4,250, against £5,000— 
decrease £750. The following items figure for the same amounts 
asin the last Estimates :—Printing and Stationery £700, Postage 
£700, Chapelsand Chaplains £600, Medical Attendance £1,409, and 
Relief of Distressed British Subjects £250. ‘The total of the Esti- 
mates for the Consular Services in the Far East for the year is 
£80,835, showing a reduction of £6,071, the total of the last 
Estimates having been £86,906. 

The special expenditure set down for the Siam Consulate gives 
the following items : — Consul General, £1,200 ; Interpreter, £500 ; 
First Assistant, £400 ; Second Assistant, £350; Medical Attend- 
ant, £400 ; two Student Interpreters, at £200 each, £400; total, 
£3,250. The last Estimates were the same in amount. 

Other places in tho Far East figure for the following sums :— 
Manila Consul, £1,100; Vice-Consul, £300 ; Allowance for Rent, 
Office Expenses, dc, £200 ; Vice-Consul, Sual, £400; Batavia 
Consul, £200 ; Borneo, Consul-General, £300; Allowance, £200. 
There is no sum allowed for a paid Consul at Saigon, but an 
amount of £150 appears as an allowance for Office Expenses, &c., 
which was not taken in the last Estimates. 


CONSULAR BUILDINGS, &c. 

The sums i ae this year on account of Consular buildings 
in China and Japan, amount to £41,886, being for building 
£28,325, repairsand contingencies £4,000, rent of Legation and Con- 
sular buildings, £5,700 (£2,125 China, £3,575 Japan), allowances 
for house rent to officers of the Supreme Court £1,861, and sala- 
ries, Office expenses and travelling £2,000. This is £799 less than 
the Estimate for 1871-72, which was £42,685. Although for this 

ear, as above stated, £28,325 is taken in the Estimates for 

uildings, it is not expected that the expenditure will exceed 
£21,925, which will make the entire sum expended £151,512 out 
of £171,453 voted in 1867, leaving £19,941 to be laid out in 
future years. Nothing is specially stated in regard to the Shanghai 
Consulate, which was burned. 





SAIGON CONSULAR REPORT. 
Mr. Consul Caswell reports to the Foroign-office from Saigon 
on the 22nd Nov., 1871, as follows ; —

The duties of this Consulate are decidedly increasing, owing to 
the extension of British trade in the East, this port being situated 
between the great emporinms, Singapore and Hong Kong. There 
are now six British steamers plying regularly between China and 
Singapore, making Saigon their intermediate port. The follow- 
ing is an approximate statement of what is further required : —

I consider the present scale of fees far too low. British vessels 
are the most troublesome of any, both masters and sailors being 
ever ready to fight and quarrel, and lay their grievances before 
their Consul, whom they look upon as a public servant created 
for their special benefit. If they were compelled to pay a fee for 
the adjustment of their petty differences they would be less ready 
to apply for the Consul’s interference. Considering the many ad- 
vantages shipmasters derive ftom the presence of a British Con- 
sul, and the assistance he is compelled to afford them, I am of 
opinion that a tonnage fee should be levied upon every British 
vessel, and that the additional fees which exist at present should 
be doubled. 

In conclusion, I have to call the attention of the Committee to 
the fact of my having just resigned my appointment, in conse- 
quence of my intended departure from the colony, and I avail 
of the occasion to repeat the reasons submitted by me to his Lord- 
ship, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, which render it necessary 
that an independent officer in Her Majesty’s service should be 
appa to replace me at this port. 

t will be impossible for me to defer my departure beyond 
March next, and there being no person on the spot whom I can 
recommend to fill the appointment, I have to call attention to the 
necessity of appointing from home an officer in Her Majesty's 
service. Even were it practicable I would still submit that the 
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re-appointment of a merchant Consul is unadvisable, the great 
increase in British interests in this growing colony rendering it 
almost imperative that an independent officer of Her Majesty’s 
Government be appointed. I would further add that (after con- 
siderable experience) I have arrived at the conclusion that n° 
mercantile man can give the requisite attention to the multi- 
plicity of duties which appertain to the office. Independent of 
these important facts, I would moat respectfully take the liberty 
to give it as my opinion that, considering the great importance 
which the French (not without reason) now attach to these pos- 
segsions, it would be more appropriate if the colony were favoured 
with the honour of having a British Consul unconnected with 
trade, the more so as the representatives of France at the adjacent 
British colonies are all officera of the Government service. 








VISIT OF THE JAPANESE EMBASSY TO CONGRESS. 

The members of the Japanese Embassy paid a visit to the House of 
Representatives at Washington on the 7th ult. Through the gallantry 
of Mr. Cox, of New York, the ladies were admitted to the House. At 
eleven o'clock the procession arrived and passed through the main door 
and down the aisle in front of the Speaker’s desk, where they took their 
places. Iwakura was escorted by Goneral Banks. They, with the 
other members of the committce, each with one of the Japs In charge, 
took their places directly in front of the Speaker's desk, the rest of the 
delegation filling the semi-circle. They were all in conventional black, 
with white kid gloves. 

General Banks addressed the Speaker as followa:—‘ Introducing the 
embassy the committee of the House of Representatives assigned to 
that duty, azcording to its instructions, now have the honour to present 
to you and to the House Iwakura and their Excellencies Kido, Okubo 
and Ito, Ambassador-in-Chief and Assistant Ambassadors of the 
Government of Japan ; the honourablo Secretaries of the Embassy, and 
the honourable Commissioners of the principal departments of Japan, 
with their attaches.” 

The Speaker then addressed the distinguished visitors as follows :— 
“Your Excellencies—On behalf of the House of Representatives I 
welcome your Imperial Embassy to this Hall. The reception which is 
thus extended to yon so unanimously and so cordially by the members 
of this body fs significant of the interest which our whole people feel in 
the rapidly developing relations between the Japanese empire and the 
American republic. The course of migration fur the human race has 
for many centuzies been steudily westward, a course always marked by 
conquest, and tov often by rapine. Reaching the boundary of our Con- 
tinent we encounter a returning tide from your country setting eastward, 
seeking not the trophies of war, but the moro shining victories of peace ; 
and these two currents of population appropriately meet and mingle on 
the shores of the great Pacific Sea. It will be my pleasure to present 
to you personally the representatives of the people, and I beg to assure 
you, for them and for myself, that during your stay at our capital you 
will be at all times welcome to the privileges and courtesies of the floor. 

To this Iwakura replied by reading from a manuscript in Japanese, 
When the Ambassa‘lor finished reading General Banks read a transla- 
tion, as followa:—‘‘ Mr, Speaker and Honourable Members of the 
House of Representatives of the United States,—On behalf of the Am- 
bassadors of Japan, our Sovereign, and the people whom we represent, 
we tender to you our sinccre thanks and warmest friendship. We 
fully appreciate the distinguished honour which places us face to face 
in the presence of that mighty power which rules the great American 
Republic. Governments are strong when built upon the hearts of an 
enlightened people. We came for cnlightenment and gladly find it 
here. Journeying eastward from the Empire of the Sunrise toward the 
sunrising, we duily behold a new sunrise beyond the one we before 
enjoyed. New knowledge rises daily before us, and when a completed 
trip shall have passed in review of an encircled globe, we shall gather 
together our treasures of knowledge, remembering that, however we 
have advanced towards the sources of light, each onward move has 
revealed a further step beyond. The Government of Japan already 
appreciates the value of an enlightened policy towards itself and all 
nations, but our united assurance on our return will confirm to the 
people at large the friendliness of feeling so frequently expressed here- 
tofore, and now so generously exhibited to this Embassy. Iv the future 
an extended commerce will unite our national intcrests in a thousand 
forms, as drops of water commingle flowing from our several rivers to 
that common ocean that divides our countries. Let us express the hope 
that our national friendship may be as difficult to sunder or estrange as 
to divide the once blended drops composing our common Pacific Ocean.” 

The Embassy were then presented individually to the members of the 
House, Mr. Mori standing near Iwakura, and signifying to him the 
relative importance of the persons introduced. 











NEW JAPANESE AND CHINESE TREATY. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

The treaty recently entered into between China and Japan is signi- 
ficant as an indication of policy in regard to both. hat two nations 
inhabiting countries so near to each other as China and Japan—both 
of Asiatic race and with many features in common—should for more 
than 2,000 years have. maintained a policy of isolation towards each 
other, and now suddenly cnter into a close alliance, signing a treaty 
of reciprocity and equality, is a atriking demonstration of the irresti- 
ble influence of modern intercourse and civilization in breaking down 
all barriers of race or religion. Since the days of the great Mongol 
conqueror, Kublai Khan—who twice in the thirteenth century sent 
forth a great armada for its conquest, from which few ever lived to 
return—the only intercourse between the two nations, after a Jong 
series of reprisals on the Corean coast from Japan, has been of the 
moet restricted kind. A small colony of Chinese traders permitted to 
reside at Nagasaki, but carefully locked up every night within the 
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wards of their settlement, and the admission of two or three Japanese 
junks at one, or sometimes two, ports in China, has been all the 
communication allowed for the last five centuries. And this is th 
more remarkable, since the Japanese a thonsand years before had 
borrowed from the Chinese not only their written character, but 
their religion and philosophy, with such cultivation of their lan- 
guage and literature as Europe in the Middle Ayes kept up with 
respect to the Greek and Roman classics. Now, each nation, aban- 
doning their lofty ‘pictenmons of unapproachable dignity and isolation, 
have freely entered into relations of peace and commerce on a foot- 
ing of perfect equality. This, as regards all such pretensions, must be 
the beginning of the end; and in that, perbapa, lies its chief signifi- 
cance for Western Powers. With the Japanese it seems but the na- 
tural congequence of all the other startling icnovations which have 
marked their national life during the past ten years. But it is dif- 
ferent with China, which has neither accepted railroads and telegraphs 
as necessary to the national progress and development, nor admitted in 

ractice the nullity of their pretensions to supremacy in the governing 
lisaschy of the world. The settlement of the audience question mast 
soon, however, tear away the last shred of this worn-out mantle of 
universal dominion ; and it is a question the solution of which cannot 
much longer be deferred, either in their interest or in ours, since 
delay tends to damage the position of foreign Powers, and to 
falsify the policy of the Chinese Government to their own peril. 
A new Russo-Japanese Treaty has been announced in the tele- 
graphic notices from Berlin, and appeared in The Times of the 20th 
inst. We have reason to believe, however, that the correspondent 
has simply blundered in his intelligence, and mistaken a treaty con- 
cluded between China and Japan for one which has no existence with 
Russia. It is bad enough for the Japanese to have entered into some- 
thing very like an alliance offensive and defensive with China, in a 
clumsy attempt to transfer to their treaty the Chinese version of the 
article in the American treaty, by which it is stipulated that, in the 
event of a war with any third Power, the good offices of America 
should be accepted. As between two countries like China and Japan, 
such mediation of the one on behalf of the other would have no mean- 
ing when a Western Power was in the field. And if,as the apocryphal 
summary from Berlin would indicate, there is any engagement for 
China and Japan to close their ports respectively to any Western 
belligerent making war on either, it is pretty sare to involve the 
neutral so acting in the quarrel, without possible benefit to one or the 
other, but mach and certain damage. 








THE AGRA BANK. 

The ordinary general meeting of the proprietors of this bank was held 
on the 27th ult.; Mr. J. Thomson fn the chair. 

The report of the directors showed, after deduction of the interme- 
diate dividend declared in September last, a surplus of £29,796 10s. 2d., 
which will admit of payment of a dividend to the shareholders for the 
half-year ending 31st December last at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum, leaving a balance of £5,178 11s. 8d. to be carried forward. The 
results of the business would have been more profitable if all the 
branches of the bank had, us was expected from them, contributed to 
the general revenue. Some of them, however, had failed to cover their 
working expenses, and with three the deficiency arising from expendi- 
ture exceeding the earnings had been considerable. At the profitable 
branches the returns have yielded 9 1-5 per cent. upon three-fourths of 
the bank’s capital, being the amount employed at these branches, or 
sufficient to provide a dividend at the rate of ncarly 7 per cent, to the 
shareholders on the total capital for the whole year. Referring to the 
statement showing the position of the estate of the Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank on the 31st December, 1871, the directors would observe 
that fair progress has been made during the year in further realisations 
of the outstanding assets. The out-turn of the last indigo season in the 
Bengal Presidency, though much less favourable than was at one time 
expected, from the effect of serious and most unprecedented inundations, 
has left a satisfactory profit on the expenses of working, and the better 
prospects now offering fur the growth and manufacture of thie important 
staple have enabled the directors to effect a sale of a portion of the fac- 
tories in which the late bank was interested, Since the beginning of 
the year other assets have been realised, which enables the directors to 
make a distribution to the shareholders of the late Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank at the rate per share of £1 15s. This instalment will 
be payable to the holders of cash or scrip certificates on or after the 
2nd April. 

The Chairman, In moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
accounts, were, 80 to speak, a compound of what was good, and whet was 
not good, showing profits at some branches, and the reverse at others. In 
London, Calcutta, and Madras the result of the working of the branches 
had been salisfuctury, and if the other branches had been as good they 
would have been able to declare a dividend of 1] per cent., besides 
placing £20,000 to the reserve. The development of their business, 

owever, must be a gradual process, and from the growing connection 
at the main establishments they weie assured that they would become 
more valuable year by year. As to the unprofitablo branches, he said 
that in sume instances the failure must be attributable to the local 
management, but the board intended to have a staff of competent 
managers, Hitherto their great difficulty had been Bombay. 
Anyone would say that if there was a field for banking 
busineas anywhere it must be there. That was no doubt so, bat 
the failure to develop that business had been the fault of the 
management. They had changed the management, but it would 
take time to recover their position. The Kurrachce branch had also 
disappointed the directors, but looking to the improvement in the place, 
and its former euccces, the board had determined to give it another trial 
under new management. Hong Kong had also been unprofitable, but 
that was not to be attributed to any fault on the part of the manage. 
ment, The accounts generally showed a satisfactory increase upon the 
business of last year. This was the case, not only in the aggregate, but 
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with the individual branches. For bad debts or bills out of order, up to 
the end of Jast year, ample provision had been made, and as a whole 
the future of the bank was very promising. Referring to the Agra and 
Masterman’s Bank he said it was proposed to «leclare a further instal- 
ment out of the surplus assets of £1 15s., making with the £1 5s. 
already paid, £3 per share. The remuining assets were more difficult to 
deal with. Some of them were involved in legal proceeding=, and others 
were of that complicated nature which rendered it necessary to wait the 
insue of events. Ultimately, however, he expected to realise the full 
amount of the price that was paid for the shares. The Hon. Colonel 
Dalzell seconded the motion. 

After some discussion the Chairman, in reply to questions, eaid, with 
regard to the capital, there was a balance due upon the allotted shares 
of £2,449, upon which interest was paid, and there were 1,240 not 
allotted. They were gradually reducing their deposit intercst, and 
hoped further to do so without injury to the deposits, The bank had 
had great difficulty in obtaining an inspector, who was a very necessary 
officer, and the gentleman who occupied that office at the present time 
was gualified for the post. As to the pasition which he held, he said 
that the greatest favour which the shareholders could confer upon him 
was to suy that they did not want him any longer. When, however, 
he ceased to be manager he would cease to be chairman. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and the dividend therein re- 
commended declared. 


Monetary and Commercial,

The Committee of the Privy Council for Trade have received 
from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs the following 
translation of a note addressed to Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires 
at Yedo by the Japanese Government respecting the export of 
rice :— 

Leaving the prohibition against the export of rice as it exists, it is 
intended henceforward, when there is a surplus in the country, as cir- 
cumstances may demand, that some of the rice stored by the Board of 
Finance shall be sold at the epen ports by public tender to Japanese 
and foreigners for exportation. The date for sending tenders will be 


notified on each occasion at the open ports. On certain occasions the 
Government may export on its own account. 


We understand that the liquidators of the Commercial Bank of 
India have just completed the payment of the loan made by the 
London Joint-Stock Bank, and, with some trifling exceptions, 
the whole of the debts are now paid off. The calls made on the 
shareholders since the stoppage amount to £14 per share. There 
ia a probability of a retura of £1 or £2. 

Notice is given that the transfer books of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation will be closed from the 27th 
March to the 5th April, both days inclusive, for the purpose of 
paying a dividend for the half-year ending 31st Dec. last.

The groas earnings of the 
Company for the period in question have been $85,940.86 against $79,813.87 of the previous half-year, showing an increase of $6,056.99, bat 
with the exception of $41.25 this increase has been absorbed by the payment of the arrears duo to contributing Shareholders for three half- 
years namely June 1870, December 1870, and June 1871, $2,232 69 ;—of two instalments of your Donation of $2,500 to the Company’s London 
‘Agents, amounting to $1,667, and by a increase in coat of repaira to the Wharf, Godowns, Qoal Sheds, &c., over that of last hilf-yeac of 


$2,116.05. 


For the future, however, each half-year will bear its own proportion of paymeat under Clause 72 of the Articles of Aasociation, and it is 
* anticipated that the charges for Wharf repaira will be much smaller, as the greater proportion of the old soft wood planking has already been 
replaced by good hard wood. : 


The amount available for dividend is $29,143.45, consisting of a balance brought forward of $7,276.05, and the profit of the half-year’s work- 
ing, $21,867.40. Your Directors therefore suggest that you should declare the highest dividends permitted under existing arrangements with 
preference Shareholders, being at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum on original shares, and of 9 percent. per annunt on preference shares, which 
will expend $13,511.50, leaving a balance in reserve of $15,631.95. Of this reserve balance, however, about $1,500 is due to contributing 
Shareholders for the last half-year under the above-mentioned olause 72 of the Articles ef Association, therefore the agtual amoyat to be earried 
forward will be about $14,000. : 


As inatrocted at your last meeling your Directors are providing the funds necessary for the additions to the works by the issue of a 
filth series of Debentures limited in amount to $80,000 and bearing interest at 7 per cen’. per annum. 


The Wharf has been extended to the westward a distance of 475 feet, the greater part of which length has been planked and is 
already in use by vcssela; and the roposed 200 feet of new Wharf to the eastward ofthe Dock entrance, intended for the accommodation 
of vessela under repair and to erect the Boiler Shears on, is in progress. 


A Brick building near the head of the graving Dock intended for the Company's Stores, Raginesr's and Storekeeper's offices, will be 
commenced immediately, and the foundation of a Brick Godown is being laid at the back of the new Wharf to the westward, where the 
ground, being solid, admits of its construction, and another Godown to be built on piles betwe2n the present No. 1 and No. 2 Godowns, and 
of a eimilar construction to that of No, 8, namely, plank floor and sides and tiled roof, has just been commenced and it is intended to hurry on 
the completion of the two last named buildings, as from the increased traffic more accommodation for goods is imperatively required. Ag 
anticipated, a marked improvement has taken place in the earnings of the Machine Shop, and your Directors have found it necessary to add to 
its efficiency by engaging from home three European workmen. 


Some difficulties have been discovered by the Comp ny’s legal adviser since your last Meeting in dealing with the question of preference 
shares, but your Directors have taken the earliest opportualty of obtaining the best Opinion from Home on thw subject, and are now waiting a 
reply before bringing the matter again to your notice. 


Darivg the half-year there have been berthed at the Wharf —146 Steamers of a tonnage of 123,352 tons. ; 47 Ssiling Vessels 25.646 tone ; 
and the graving Dock has accommodated 9 Steamers of a tonnage of 6,613 tons; 0 Sailing Vessels of a tonnage of 4.584 tons. Of gencral 
Cargo there has been landed at and shipped from the Wharf—excluairve of Stiffening 54,044 tons ; and of Coals 47,216 tons. The quantity of 
Coals stored on account of Constituents was on 31st December 15,899 tons.
